N ew Y o r k, Nov. 2<>.—The steamer J. 
VV. Taylor, which anived u jai Sautes, 
Brazil, with the captain and cook ill 
with suspected bubonic plague, has been 
disinfected as far as possible without 
discharge of cargo. 
The cabins, fore­ 
castles, decks aud engine rs’ depart­ 
ments have been cleaned and thor­ 
oughly disinfected. 
The crew have 
been bathed and their clothes aud effects 
have been subjected to steam. 
The pa 
tients are at Swinburne island, aud 
there is no change in their condition. 
Deputy Heal cli Officer Sanborn says the 
crew will be kept upon the steamer 
until today, when the agents will supply 
a new crew. 
The crew will be removed 
to Hon man island and detained for ob­ 
servation for ten days. 
There has been no further develop­ 
ment among them. 
After the removal 
of the crew the cargo, coffee in sacks, 
wili be discharged into lighters. 
The 
sacks will he emptied into other recep­ 
tacles and then subjected to steam dis­ 
infection on board of the James W. 
Wadsworth. |After the discharge of the 
cargo the holds of the steamer will be 
disinfected. 
Dr. Fitzpatrick, the bac­ 
teriological expert of the quarantine, is 
making cultures of water taken from 
the patients. 
The result of his examin­ 
ations will determine the question of 
the discharge of cargo.

Gerona is the first town along the Ma- 
nila-Dagupan railway line where the 
natives did not run at tile approach of 
the Americans. 
The padres off. red 
quarters in the church and convent. 
The town has one good house.

is the seat ot heavy English sugar in­ 
terests. 
The trip here was a hard one and oc­ 
cupied six hours iii covering seven miles 
and a half, most of the time being spent 
in fordid g a quarter of a mile flood run 
mug out of tile Rio Tarkio. 
We have 
no wagons aud pack mules and native 
bearers carry all our supplies. 
The natives here say that Bayomboitg 
was occupied last Sunday by mounted 
troops, probably General Young’s bri­ 
gade oi General Lawton’s division. The 
people here are of a better class than we 
have usually found, and they welcomed 
the Americans, as they evidently ft:ali/e 
that their agricultural interests will re­ 
vive. 
General MacArthur said this evening: 
‘‘We seem to be entering a different po­ 
litical atmosphere. 
Toe people here 
seem to be less attached to Aguinaldo’.* 
cause than those in many towns we 
have entered on tile railroad line.” 
The command will move northward 
at daybreak tomorrow, toward Bayom- 
bong. 
Gerona will be garrisoned with 
two companies of the Thirty-sixth. 
Immediately on 
entering Gerona,

countered an entrenched party of in­ 
surgents, whom they drove back, tlieu 
entering the town and capturing four 
locomotives aud 13 cars, as already 
cabled.

A native courier from Bayombong re­ 
ports that tim American troops leit the 
town soon after they entered, aud th.it 
many natives remain, although no in­ 
surgents. 
General MacArthur discovered here 
Major Jonesou, formerly chief surgeon 
on the stall of the Filipino commander, 
General Muscardo. 
He resides at B i­ 
color aud is about to return there to re­ 
sume his practice. 
Major Jonesou says 
that all respectable Filipinos are dis­ 
gusted with the behavior of the insur­ 
gents and are very glad that the Ameri­ 
cans have the upper hand. 
A continuous procession of refugees is 
entering Panique from the north, indi­ 
cating the proximity of other American 
troops, probably off the railroad line. 
These refugees say that the insurgents 
have not known which way to turn, 
with the Americans occupying so many 
places in the north. 
Panique is a rich sugar town. 
Some 
of the wealthy Chinese and the poorer 
natives fled at the first approach of our 
troops, hut they are now confidently re­ 
turning. 
The rain has ceased, 
the 
weatiier is tine aud the country is dry­ 
ing rapidly. 
MONCADA, 12:30 a. rn.—Advancing 
through the enemy’s country by tram 
from Panique, a distance of five miles, 
the Americans reached Moncada,{[where 
the natives have displayed a friendly 
disposition.

IT INSPIRES HORROR. 


A HIDEOUS CREATURE TO CONTEM­ 
PLATE IS THE OCTOPUS.

One of tile most dins grooablo animals 
»f the sea to handle or contemplate is 
the octopus. 
The tangle of arms, the 
snakelike 
movements, 
the 
strange 
flashes of color, die green glittering 
eyes, are all features that arouse a 
strong feeling of aversion on the part 
of the observer. 
I have had under ob­ 
servation several octopi at the Santa 
Catalina aquarium, aud it has been in­ 
teresting to note the characteristic fea­ 
tures of the various individuals. 
In a 
small tank were confined three indi­ 
viduals having a radial spread of per­ 
haps 18 inches. One affected a light 
yellow hue and was timid, sulking be­ 
hind a rock. Another, of a dark reddish 
cast, was coudnually flourishing its 
tentacles, rising and failing on the side 
of the glass until an observer nick­ 
named it the “skirt dancer.’' A third 
was almost black, and was a vindic­ 
tive fellow, ready at any time to make 
an attack. When I introduced my hand 
Into the tank, 
this octopus 
would 
as quick as a flash send out one 
long 
attenuated 
tentacle 
and 
coil 
about it; then lf an advance was made 
it would suddenly release its hold upon 
the rock and quickly encompass my 
hand with its eight arms, pressing the 
round serrated disks into the flesh 
while a tremulous motion would be 
felt. 
At the first attack of this kind the 
sensation was one of horror. The hid­ 
eous creature flattened out, assim ilat­ 
ing the color of the flesh to a marked 
degree aud evidently endeavoring to 
•m other the bund with its folds, as the 
tentacles were distended to their til 
most limit. 
To hold the hand firm 
under 
such 
circumstances 
required 
some effort, and I confess when it was 
first attempted, with a Florida speci­ 
men, I beat a rapid and decided re­ 
treat; but in tin1 latter case I waited 
to see if the anim al’s object was to 
bite, knowing that the bill of so small 
a specimen could not make a serious 
wound.

One of tile most din) giveable animals 
i»f the sea to Intndic or contemplate is 
the Oftopus. 
The tangle of arms, tin* 
snakelike 
movements, 
the 
strange 
Hashes of color, the green glittering 
eyes, are all features that a roust 
strong feeling of aversion on the part 
of the observer. 
I have had under oh 
nervation several octopi at the Santa 
Catalina aquarium, and it has been iii 
teresting to note tile characteristic fen 
tures of tin* various individuals. 
In i 
small tank were confined three iud! 
vlduals having a radial spread of per 
haps IS inches. One affected a light 
yellow hue and was timid, sulking be­ 
hind a rock. Another, of a dark reddish 
cast, was continually flourishing irs 
tentacles, rising and falling on tin* Hid* 
of the glass until an observer nick 
namisi it tile “skirt dancer.” A third 
was almost black, and was a vindic­ 
tive fellow, ready at any time to make 
an attack. When I introduced my hand 
into the tank, 
this octopus 
would 
as quick as a 
flash send out oue 
long 
attenuated 
tentacle 
and 
coil 
about It; then lf an advance was made 
It would suddenly release its hold upon 
the rock and quickly encompass my 
hand with its eight arms, pressing the 
round serrated disks into the flesh 
while a tremulous motion would be 
felt. 
At the first attack 
,f this kind the 
sensation was one of horror. The hid 
eons creature flattened out, assimtlat 
lug the color of the flesh to a marked 
degree aud evidently endeavoring to 
smother the hand with its folds, aa the 
tentacles were distended to their ut 
most limit. 
'Po hold the hand firm 
under 
such 
circumstances 
required 
some effort, and I confess when It was 
first attempted, with a Florida speci­ 
men, I bent a rapid and decided re­ 
treat; but in the latter case I waited 
to see lf the anim al’s object was to 
bite, knowing that the bill of so small 
a specimen could not make a serious 
wound. Hut the octopus merely pressed 
its mouth on the back of my hand, ap­ 
parently trying to intimidate the sup­ 
posed enemy. 
While fastened to tile 
hand. It st ll held to the rock. ami it 
was with difficulty released. 
When I 
remained quiet, the animal began to 
creep along like a huge spider, but at 
the first movement of my fingers it 
pounced upon my hand again, envelop­ 
ing It In the eight snakelike arms. 
I 
finally twisted out of its grasp and 
seized it firmly by the body, when Its 
rage became intense. 
Flushes of color 
passed over it in rapid succession; now 
red, black, yellow and when at the 
height of its anger it was mottled aud 
splashed with b la c k -a frightful crea­ 
ture. It made a desperate effort to es­ 
cape. bvt when released ejected a cloud 
of ink. darting off rapidly under its cov­ 
er. This octopus resented any intrusion 
and advanced to the attack at once. 
When a strange octopus was placed in 
the tank, although much larger, it came 
out of its corner without hesitation, 
eyed the newcomer a moment, then iu 
some incomprehensible way hurled it­ 
self at the enemy, and in a second tile 
two were rolling over and over in a 
contest that was amazing to witness. 
The IH tentacles wound about each 
other with the rapidity of light, and 
both animals ejected the luky fluid 
from their siphons. 
They resembled 
a ball of snakes rolling along aud 
striking at each other more than any 
thing cise. A close examination of the 
writhing mass showed that the object 
apparently was to smother the op|>o- 
nent. 
Finally, th** newcomer beat a 
retreat; it was badly wounded anti sue 
cumbed a few hours later. 
The octopus Is a favorite subject 
with popular writers on natural his 
lory, aud many accounts have been 
written of its ferocity, which are al 
most Invariably deuied by naturalists; 
yet I am inclined to think that In some 
instance* certain iudl vidua is are more 
or less pugnacious. 
I have handled 
scores of them from the gulf of Mexi­ 
co aud t aliforuia and observed only 
one instance tin* one cited— where the 
animal deliberately rushed to the a t­ 
tack, though I know of two others, 
One was o. .served by Mr. Kulph Ar 
nold, a geologist of Pasadena. 
Ile was 
wading among the pools at low tide 
at Point San Pedro when suddenly he 
heard a cry, ami, turning, saw some 


conm e n n j n |w u i, w a u i n g . anti moving 
toward them a large octopus, Its long 
arm s raised above the water. W hether 
the animal would have attempted to 
attack them is a question, as it was 
interrupted in a more or less violent 
manner. 
A resident of Washington 
told me that once when visiting the 
shore he was advised by the fisherman 
with him to avoid the pools and when 
it became necessary to cross them to 
pass over as quickly as possible, as 
large octopi frequented them. 
He con­ 
sidered this tile exaggeration of a fish 
erm an and paid lint little attention to 
It; but once in crossing a pool, steppin 
from stone to stone, suddenly a long. 
livid arm shot out of the water am 
reached insinuatingly for his legs, tin 
entire animal moving rapidly toward 
him. 
He, however, reached the rocks 
safely and bombarded tile animal wit I 
stones. 
He estimate*] its size at ‘J ’ 
feet across. Judging the tentacles to 
have been 12 feet in length. 
Again, it 
cannot be determined from this wbetli 
er tin* animal would have seized him 
though the observer was confident that 
it would and that it was large enough 
to have held him under water had he 
been pulled In. (’. F. Holder In Scien­ 
tific American.
